Japan, Texas fear

— -Two big customers of California , 
fruit and vegetables threatened 
Tuesday to Impose quarantines on 
the state's produce. 

Japan and Texas fear their own 
crops would be exposed to the 

-destructive Mediterranean -fruit- 
fly. 

U.S. officials sought to persuade 
the Japanese to limit their re- 
strictions while Catifomlo officials 
said Its major fresh produce 
exports to Japan may not be 
greatly affected by a quarantine. 

Callfomla shipped SilB.S million 
-worth of fresh produce to Japan In 
1980. Millions more from the 
state's $14 billion agricultural 
output goes to. Texas, or through 
Texas enroute to other Southern 
and Southwestern markets. 

In Tokyo, Ihe Japanese gov- 
ernment Satd it has asked the 



United States to halt all shipments 
of California produce out of con- 
..cem . the Medfly would reach 
Japan. Japanese embassy officials 
In Washington sought discussions 
with State Department officials 
about restricting shipments. 

But In California, officials noted 
thal_lem6ns,_the No. l.export .to, 
Japan, arc so full of acids that 
Mcdflieis leave them alone and that 
most of this year's <irangC3, the Noi ' 
2 export crop from California, 
already has been shipped to Japan. 

In Austin, Texas, slate 
Agriculture Commissioner Reagan 
Brown said he would sue the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture to force 
a quarantine of the entire state of 
California. Only If the produce Is 
fumigated, Brown said, should 
California produce be allowed Into 
Texas, another major fruit and 
vegetable growing stetfe.

Tho inquiry concerns the seizure of 
a pickup truck last May belonging to 
Dietrich area farmer William Hubert 
Shaw. Border patrol agents seized the 
picltup under an admhiistratlvc pro- 
cedure allowing them to confiscate 
property believed to have been used 
during the vblation of certain immi- 
gration laws.

coQSlllutlonal, and possibly criminal. 
- because federal agcntshad more than- 
two months to obtain a court order for 
the seizure of the pickup. The special 
Inquiry allows Rose lo gather evi* 
donee- In -much-tho-same-way-as-a- 
grnnd Jury would to determine if 
criminal charges should be filed.

Two of the farmers accepted 
plea-bargain deals and were fined 
$250. Charges against Shaw and the 
seven othcr'farmers were dismissed 
in July.

Tuesday; listing 10 additional holdings 
—valued at over $200,000 and four 
liabilities he had overlooked. 

Ernest Mayerfleld, Office of Gov- 
ernment Ethics officer for tha In- 
telligence agency, said none of the 
firms listed has any relatlonshlfiwith 
the CM and there Is ho confJIct of 
interest Involved; 



Casey came under heavy fire last 
month In the wake of the resignation 
of his personal choice as CIA deputy 
director. Max Hugel. Hugel, who 
headed up the spy agency's clan- 
destine activities, quit after he was ' 
accused of questionable financial 
dealings by his former portnors. 
_ It was Ieani«J at that time that ln_ 
Hay of this year a federal judge ruled 
Casey and his associates had know- 
ingly mislead potential investors in 



1968 In connection with a stoeic offer- 
ing for a Louisiana agribusiness 
company. 

Casey - who was President 
Reagan's ■ I98& campaign chief - 
weathered the storm, which for a time 
Included demands for his resignation 
■ from. Senate Intelligence Committee 
chairman Barry Goldwater, R-Arlz., 
and others. 

'■ After a long, secret meeting with! 
Casey, the committee pronounciKi_ 
him fit to continue as director, but 
decided to complete a thorough in- 
vestigation of his finances. 

The documents released Tuesday 
had no direct connection with that 
Investigation, but Casey's memoran- 
dum to tho ethlcsolflcc said the Items 
bad come to light during his accoun- 
tant's "extensive review" of Casey's 
hoIdings.in.conncctloa^wlth_the.com-_ 
mittco'8 inquiry. 

Casey told the committee he had ■ 
failed to report the 10 holdings - with 



a vaiue'totaiing more than 5200,000 - 
and three liabilities "through in- 
advertence." 

Ethics office Director J. Jackson 
-Walter accepted Casey's explanation 
and said there Is no basis to believe 
the omission was Intentional. 

Jackson said the matter will not be 
referred to the Justice Department, 
as would be required under law if an . 
..official "knowingly or willfully" 
withheld required Information. 



Casey's original financial dis- 
closure statement filed Jan. 12 In- 
cluded 51 listings of Incomfrproduclng . 
investments ranging from Exxon, 
IBM and Dupont to racquet ball 
courts and a mini-submarine venture. 

Five of Casey's holdings were In the 
J5,000'$l 5.000 range, 14 were valued' 
from $15,000 to $50,000, 13 in the 
$50,000-$ioo,000- range. Sovcn-worc- 
report In the $100,000-$250,000 range 
and six wore simply listed as "over 
$250,000" each.

- JTbe-PEC had planned to release Its 
ifinal audit of President Reagan's 
campaign this week, but his lawyers 
'Went to court to block Its disclosure. 
Reagan's court papers said the FEC 



could ord.er the campaign to repay as 
-much as $1.5 million — a reconl for a 
presidential campaign. The legal 
papers indicated the amount was in 
dispute and that individuals involved 
in the successful campatgn would be 
~damaged-K^e report cnme-'out 
prematurely.^^ 

The major repayment In the Carter 
audit was 1103,000 in Interest earned 
■ from the Investment of much of the 
$29 million the campaign received In 
; federal funds. The Carter committee 
did not dispute that decision:

But In Krakow, ISO miles south of 
Warsaw, the strike began a day early 
as union members refused to work 
and shut down the city's three news- 
papers.

Elsewhere, unionists began sll-lhs

In Us simplest terms, convection 
cookery Is oven cooking In a unit with 
a fan that constantly recirculates hot 
air. The principle has been used for 
more than 25 years In restaurants. 

Using a convection appliance is like 
getting uscd.,to..a typewriter* or. a 
sewing machine. Oiicc you learn lis 
quirks, you wonder why you ever 
thought Itdirricult. 

' The advantages of convection cook- 
■cry Include: 

• ■ —The ability to dry roast meats 
such as beef chuck or tioitom round to 
the rare stage and have Utem as 
flavorful and juicy as more expensive 
cuts. 

Because roasting Is^done on the 
^dven rack with a drip pan an inch or 
' more "below, the food cooks and 
^browns more evenly than In a roasting 
^pan. 

; Less Juice Is lost because the mov- 

-tlng air seals surfaces rapidly. —

WASHINGTON - Reports of the 
death of ttic controversial dietary ■ 
— guidelines promulgated-by-the^^arter— 
administration were premature. 

The guidelines arc sllli alive and 
kicking around under the Rcagon 
administration, but without the high 
profile they had under former 
Agrlcuiturc Secretary Bob Bcrgland 
and former Assistant Secretary Carol 
Tucker Foreman. 

The guidelines, published In 19S0 by 
thff Aprlculluro Department an d the 
" former Deparlment ofHealthTEducO- 
tlon and Welfare, suggosl that Amcrt- 
' cans avoid eating too much fat, sugar,, 
salt and alcohol and eat more cereals, , 
bread, fruits and vegetables. 

The j!uldetlncs were especially 
controversial among moat producers 
who said Hint existing evidence was 
not conclusive enougli to tell all Amer- 
icans they cbuld reduce the threat ot 
licart disease by cutting their fat 
intaltc. 

."I am sure you-TlJiVe.hfjnrd the 
erroneous report that wc arc 
withdrawing the dietary guidelines," 
Assistant Agriculture Secrelaiy fllaiT 
Jarratt told the Society for Nutrition l 
. Education this week at a meeting in 
San Diego, Calif.

scindcd the guidelines," she said. 
"The Government Printing Office has 
Just reprinted dietary guidelines for 
sale at a modest price." 

Ms. Jarratt said the department is 
continuing to use the guidelines in its 
nutrition education programs and 
plans to review and revise them 
periodically to keep them consistent' 
with current knowledge. 
-Actfng Assistant Secretary Claude 
Glfford said that the government so 
far has distributed more than 7 
million free copies of the guidelines 
and about 200,000 copies are left. 
When the free copies have been 
. given away, the guidelines will be 
available from the Government Print- 
ing Office for S1.50 a copy. That is 
expensive for such a small booklet but 
it is the minimum price for which the 
GPO will sell a document. 
-'The guideline booklets arc less 
o^pcnsive in bulk. The public can buy 

M)Ocopies-for-*25rGifford said, 

~. The Agriculture Department also 
Will provide photo-ready copies for 
people or firms who want to print the 
dietary guidelines at their own 
expense, Ms. Jarratt said. 

Based with budgetary cutbacks, the 
department will seek private sector 
help in printing nutrition publications, 
she told a group of reporters at 
another appearance last week. 

For example, the department once 
collaborated with General Mills on a 

pubUcatlon_foiL_cbildren. The de-_ 

partment provided the information 
and the food company provided the 
marketing and Illustrations. That 
kind of cooperation is likely to be 
revived. 

. Agriculture Secretary John Block 
has -renewed the Agriculture De- 
partmenl's emph^is on production 
.algrlculturc, but human nutrition has 
not been forgotten.

almost 12 percent during the last four 
months of the year, the highest of any 
quarter so far, though less than ori- 
ginally forecast. 

Bad weather In New York Slate last ' 
winter and spring was bad ncM's for 
sour cherry an^ apple growers and 
consumers. New York's crops of both 
arc the second largest In the nation. . 
Severe cold In December 1980 and ' 
April idSl reduced the sour cherry 
crop by 69 percent and the apple crop 



m»uiJU|H>rc*>m. 

Most sour cherricsf are canned or 
used for pic fillings — so the price" 
Impact on consumers will be felt when 
the new crop moves into stores later . 
this year. 

Sad to say, new ways of coping with 
food price Jumps. arc scarce to non- 
existent. 

But some old ones bear repeating: 

—Buy seasonal foods — they are 
cheaper than out-of-scason foods and 
those in plentiful supply arc a pt to b e ' 
"salt^prlced from lime to time." 

Plentlfuls on the Agriculture De- 
partment's August list arc broiIe^ 
fryers, turkey, eggs, milk and dairyL. 
products, fr^ peadics, plums, nec* 
tarincs, Bartlett pears, limes, lemonsj 
raisins, dried prunes and rice. 

—When you shop, look up and down 
instead of straight ahead in 
supermarket aisles. More expensive 
items usually are displayed at eye 
level — a clever psychological ploy to 
encourage impulse buying. 

—Marked down produce isn't nec- 
-essarily-cheapeMhan-topqualityi-Byr- 
the time you've trimmed away 
bruised parts, you may have paid as 
much or more — plus the time it took 
to prepare the soK;alled bargain pnh 
duce. 

— Squeamishncss about handling 
' raw food can be costly. Either cut up 
whole chickens yourself or buy birds 
in family size packages. The 
packages are even good buys for 
small households if you have freezer 
space for storing extra pieces. 
. -T-Weigh even those fruits and vege- 
tables that are priced by the piece 
Instead of the pound. That way you'll 
get the most for your money. 

—Eat vegetarian lunches. They're 
good for you, good tasting and 
cheaper than meat. If you carry a 
sandwich to work, fill Jt with peanut 
butter or cheese or honiemade cheese 
spread made by blending chopped 
-raw-vegeti^es-or-fruit-into-cream— 
■cheese.-"Add"fruIt"for"dessert-an(t<ir~ 
some raw vegetable sticks and a ' 
beverage. 

—Skipping breakfast only makes 
you ravenous before lunch. Coffee and 
a snack at midmomlng probably will 
cost more tiian the breakfast yoii 
didn't eat. 

'—Our thrifty forebears weren't 
dumb when they served the main 
meal ot the day in courses. An ap- 
petizer or soup took the edge off, 
appetites, so people usually ate less of 
the more expensive main course. 

—Cook ethnic meals for company — 
maybe a pot of chlU, substituting 
ground turkey for beef an d wh ite 
beans for red ones. 

—W hen lettuce prices rise ln.wintor,_ 
serve cooked vegetable salads or fruit 
salads Instead or stretch a green 
salad wltii row or cooked vegetables. 

—If your household Is small, try (o 
find a friend or nclghbor wllh similar 
tastes. Both of you can save money by 
-8p!ittlng-l8rgeitems-wheii-tboy^ro.on-~ 
sale or simply too large for you to eat 
before they spoil. Some supermarkets 
-win— dlvlde-sale-priced—subprimal" 
meat cuts to order. Oryou can do It 
yourself with the help of an industry 
brochure distributed free .in 
supermarket meat departments. . 

—Some restaurants these days 
specialize in baked potatoes with 
toppings. At'home, that's a good way 
of disguising leftovers, with a sauce or 
chopiKd up vegetables along with 
meat, poultry, fish or seafood. 

—A big potato processor in Idaho is 
selling baking potato skins as a res- 
taurant appetizer. You can make 
them cheaper at home. Scoop the 
flesh out to serve at dinner and save 
-the skinsrwlth about-ydneh of-flesh— 
remaming. in a bag the freezer. 
When you have enough skliis for two 
or three halves per scrVing, brush 
them lightly with melted butter or 
margarine, inside and (Hit, sprinkle . 
lightly with chill powder or a favorite 
herb mixture and heat In a 350-degrce

However, Hart said he was pleased 
the president wilt cooperate with 
Congress on new legislation. 

The- -"statement— of -principles'^ 
approved by-ReagnnrHornsitfanows"' 
conferenee, might undo many of the 
past efforts to clean the nation's air. 

Hart said the effects of the changes 
could be "far worse" than just a

"If enacted, the principles could 
reverse the decade of progress we ■ 
have made toward our national goal 
of clean, healthful air," Hart said. 

The senator said four proposed 
changes troubled him:

In odditlon, Hart said, he was con- 
cerned by the administration's plan to 
make states "full partners" with the 
federal government In the clean air 
program.
